More than 1200 Vulcan and dis¬ 
trict residents attended the Vul¬ 
can Lions' Minstrel Show Wed¬ 
nesday and Thursday evening, in 
the Armouries. 

A full hour before the curtain 
was scheduled to go up, interested 
spectators began to arrive, for 
both performances, and before 8 
o'clock the *000 mainfloor and gal¬ 
lery seats were all occupied.

The blackface show, which was 
a delightfully refreshing change 
from anytgnvg sponsored locally 
for some time, brought to light 
much talent that hitherto had not 
been recognised.

Three short comedy acts'were 
presented; “On a Desert Island" 
narrated by Albert Collier, found 
John Wolle as an aspiring young 
writer and Bob Willard, as the 
maiden cast up out of the sea;

Red Cross Fund 
Over Half-wav 

Vulcan *and district has reached 
a total of $972.00 in its annual 
Canadian Red Cross Society Cam¬ 
paign for a quota of $1,700.00. 
With the month-long Campaign 
half over, Campaign Chairman P 
A. Thomson asks that everyone 
who has not yet contributed to 
the fund do so in order that this 
district may go over the top. 

‘There is. no person in this ar¬ 
ea who can tell when he may In¬ 
in need of any of the Red Cross 
services: the Blood Transfusion 
Service, the Crippled Children s 
Hospital or Disaster Relief. 

"Keeping the Red Cross alive in 
this area" is an important type of 
insurance . . . insurance that will 
rush Jo your aid, without ques¬ 
tions asked, the minute you need 
its services.” 

With a Provincial quota of $400, 
000 during the 1952 Campaign, the 
Canadian Red Cross Society plans 
to spend $600,000 during the year 
in Alberta. This Includes the nat¬ 
ionally-supported Blood Transfu¬ 
sion Service as well as Alberta's 
own particular project, the Alber¬ 
ta Red Cjoss Crippled Children's 
Hospital. Other services include 
disaster relief, welfare, Junior 
Red Cross, Swimming and Water 
Safety, services to veterans both 
in and out of hospital and women's 
work for both at home and over- 


The annual report of the Foot¬ 
hills Health Unit, received this 
week, shows that with the recent 
inclusion of tne whole of the 
County of Vulcan, the Unit now 
lias an area of 3100 square miles 
and a population of 20,675 people. 

Extension of the area coverert 
by the Health Unit .necessitated 
the opening of a sub-office at. 
V ulean and the employment of an¬ 
other nurse. Statistics, based on 
the 1951- census, show that of the 
towns' in the Unit, Vulcan has 
shown the most remarkable 
growth with an approximate in¬ 
crease in population of 33 per 
cent. Okotoks has grown by about 

10 per cent, Nantort by about 6 
per cent and High River by about 
12 per cent. Population of the 
County of Vulcan is 3,380 and 
with the' populations of the town 
ot Vulcan and villages of Milo, 
Champion, Carmangay and Arrow- 
wood added gives a total popula¬ 
tion for the County of Vulcan 
area of 5,45.1. 

There were a total of 166 deaths 
from all causes in the Health Un¬ 
it during the year and of these 
150 people were regular residents 
of the area. Heart disease was the 
main cause of death, with cancer 
second and accidental deaths third. 
Death rale was 8.03 per 1000 of 
population. Live births for the 
year were 479, giving a live birth 
rate of 23.1T per 1000. 

The staff of the Health Unit is 
composed of Dr. G. H. Ball, M.B.. 
Ch.B., D.P.H., 'as medical officer 
of health, three public health nur¬ 
ses, one sanitary inspector, one 
secretary-technician and a part- 
time secretary-treasurer. 

Representatives on the Board of 
Health of the Foothills Unit are 
Gilbert Nelson, M.D. of Turner 
Valley; A. Waltham, part of the 
M.D. of Highwood and towns of 
High River and Nanton and til¬ 
lage of Cayley; J. H. Sutherland, 
part of M.D. of Highwood and 
town of Okotoks and village of 
Blackie; W. D. Allan, part of Vul¬ 
can County and town of Vulcan 
and villages of Champion and 
Carmangay; D. McNiven, part of 
Vulcan County. 

Communicable Disease 

Notifications of communicable 
diseases showed an improvement 
over previous years. Chicken Pox, 
Rubella, Measles and Scarlet Fev¬ 
er were all prevalent during the 
year. The Scarlet Fevyr occurred 
mostly in the Turner “Valley and 
Blackie areas. 

There were eight cases of pol¬ 
iomyelitis during the year and 
one of these terminated fatally. 

Tnlierculous 

As at Dec. 31, 1951, there were 

11 patients in the Sanatorium, 
five fresh cases had been found 
and 103 were under observation. 
It was noted that the Tuberculos¬ 
is Service of the Health Unit was 
on a sound basis and much work 
was being done each year with 
the co-operation and assistance of 
the T.B. Division of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. 

The practice of giving B.C.G. 
vaccine to new-born children in 
Vulcan has ceased and an alterna¬ 
tive scheme of skin testing all ad¬ 
missions to the Vulcan hospital 
has been substituted. 

Two eases of syphilis and four 
of gonorrhea were noted, but these 
figures ar» not presurm-d to be 
accurate as many V.D. patients 
receive treatment in places dislant 
from their home area. 

Child Welfare 

A total of 179 clinics were held 
through the area during 1951, with 
a total attendance of 2.589. Home 
visits totalled 201. 

.Social Welfare 

It is believed there are enough 
welfare cases within the Health 
Unit to warrant the employment 
of a qualified welfare worker. 
Such a welfare service would in¬ 
clude these branches: Handicap- 
perl children, handicapped adults, 
children boarded out. fostered 
children, . blind persons, aged 
p<>opl« and cases in distress. 

Mental Hygiene 

This service has suffered since 
Dr. G. D. Carson left the provin¬ 
cial government's Division of 
Mental Health in December 1950, 
as there has been no psychiatrist 
on permanent staff with the guid¬ 
ance team since that date. There 
have been five clinics held with 
an attendant? of 15 and eight 
home visits made 

School Health Service 

At the close of the vear there 
were 53 schools in the area with 
an estimated school population of 
4,162 School visits totalled 542 


and 1,435 students were exuniined 
by the staff, the examinations be¬ 
ing systematized on a three-year 
basis. 

Teeth defects continue lo be the 
most common, with 251 found 
The report recommends the em¬ 
ployment of Dental Hygienists and 
Optometrists by ihe Public Health 
Department. The continued exis¬ 
tence of outdoor privies at some 
schools was deplored. 

Environmental Hygiene 

The pasteurization plant at Ok¬ 
otoks has closed and this town is 
now being supplied with milk ’ 
fioin Black Diamond. The vote b> 
ratepayers at Okotoks on a water- 
sewage project was successful, so 
all towns in the area will soon 
have water and -sewer. Turner 
Valley, Carmangfty and Champion 
will all soon have mains water. 
The only sizeable settlement with¬ 
out facilities is Black Diamond. 

Preliminary arrangements have 
been completed for the purchase 
of a spraying machine with which 
il is intended to effect some form 
of insect control. 

An experimental scheme was op¬ 
erated last summer lor control of 
fair grounds and food concessions. 
Impermanency of concession sites 
made this very difficult. The pub¬ 
lic is adviS'Hl to show prudence in 
patronizing some of these conces¬ 
sions.

Present condition of the streets in Vulcan is the 
only proof necessdry that a comprehensive, long range 
program of street and sidewalk construction and 
maintenance is an absolute necessity. 

Water on the streets to the depth of a foot or 
more, mud holes that trap the unwary motorist and 
innumerable flooded basements in town are all the re¬ 
sult of improper drainage. Properly graded and ditch¬ 
ed streets, together with adequate culverts, would 
minimize the inconvenience and damage that is being 
done every spring by run-off waters that can only run 
to the lowest spot in the immediate area and then 
must be pumped away or left for the wind and sun to 
evaporate. ' , 

It is realized that the town is not at present in a 
financiaJ position that would immediately enable it to 
spend a large sum of money on properly grading and 
ditching all the town streets and installing culverts. 
But if the public works budget included a sum definit¬ 
ely set aside for this purpose every year the taxpayer 
and the general public would feel that something is 
being accomplished, even though it might take five 
years to complete the work.

The cost of one-half ounce of 
mercury dust per bushel of seed 
is much less than the loss due to 
an infestation of smut or other 
seed borne disease in the result¬ 
ing crop.
